av ert any such co nclusio ns. Flanked 
by Secretary ' o f State Henry A, Kis­ 
singer. he spent much time o n his first 
afterno o n as President talking with 
gro ups o f allied diplo mats. Later Kis­ 
singer and to p State Department o f­ 
ficials assured representativ es o f many 
o ther natio ns that American fo reign 
po licy wo uld fo llo w its present co urse, 
and “ full co ntinuity in the co nduct o f 
o ur natio nal affairs*’ was pro mised in 
a message to Kurt Waldheim, secre­ 
tary general o f the United Natio ns. 
Ano ther co ncern was lest the Amer­ 
ican peo ple perceiv e the changeo v er 
as a time o f uncertainty and dislo ca­ 
tio n with regard to do mestic affairs. 
Mr. Fo rd mo v ed to quiet such fears, 
also ; he asked all Cabinet members 
and heads o f independent agencies to 
stay o n. and was assured they wo uld 
co ntinue in a spirit o f unwav ering suj> 
po rt and lo y alty . He also emphasized

widely quo ted remark in that address, 
but there was much mo re o f interest 
in what the President described as 
“ just a 
little straight talk 
amo ng 
friends.** 
What Mr. Fo rd said was simple, 
mo destly elo quent, in go o d taste, a 
lo w key ed rally ing cry to the American 
peo ple to wo rk with him in harmo ny 
and “ go fo rward, no w, to gether.” 
In 
return he pledged himself to be “ the 
President o f all the peo ple,” and said 
further: “ In all my public and priv ate 
acts as y o ur President. I ex pect to 
fo llo w my instincts o f o penness and 
cando r with full co nfidence that ho n­ 
esty is alway s the best po licy in the 
end.” 
In themselv es these wo rds are no t 
ex ceptio nal, no r do they necessarily 
co mmand belief. Uttered by the new 
President at the aweso me mo ment o f 
assuming that o ffice, they had a pro m­ 
ising ring o f sincerity and determined 
co nv ictio n. 
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It is o ften o bserv ed that Americans 
waste mo re fo o d than multitudes o f 
oth er peo ple eat. Garbage is th e tell­ 
tale. Th is natio n’s table scraps include 
a bo ggling to nnage o f edible meat and 
v egetables. 
Th e point is fresh ly u nderscored by 
th e resu lts of a garbage stu dy con­ 
du cted in Tucso n by stu dents u nder 
th e direction of William Rath je. a 
University of Arizona anth ropologist. 
Average annu al food waste per h ou se­ 
h old is estimated at from $8 0 to $100. 
Th e report conclu des th at in th is city 
of someth ing over 300.000 more th an 
9.000 tons of edible food worth 11 mil­ 
lion dollars will h ave been th rown ou t 
du ring th e cou rse of th is year. 
Th e project nu tritionist, Gail Har­ 
rison. gives fu rth er insigh t into th e 
extent and 
nature of th is waste. “In 


terms of nu trient waste." sh e says in 
a report to th e Society for Nu trition 


Edu cation, “we estimate th at Tu cson 
h ou seh olds are wasting abou t 10 per 
cent of th e food energy th ey pu r­ 


ch ase.” 
Th ere is reason to su ppose 
th at th is wou ld apply generally to 
American commu nities. 


Th at presents a disqu ieting pictu re 
of waste on a national scale. 
It is a 
pictu re wh ich brings qu estions to mind. 
Isn t it folly to th row away th at mu ch 
food at a time wh en th e cost of feed­ 
ing a family is steadily rising? 
And 
can su ch a level of waste be ju stified 
in a world wh ere h u ndreds of millions 
of people go to bed h u ngry every 
nigh t? 
Th ese are qu estions to wh ich 
we wastefu l Americans h ad better give 
some th ou gh t.

A Flavorful Labor Day Budget Saver

Everyone continues to pinch 
pennies 
when 
shopping 
for 
meat. However, marinating a 
lesser cut of beef is a good 
way to increase the flavor, 
make it more tender and keep 
costs down. 
A Spit Roasted 
Olive 
Beef 
is 
marinated 
overnight and the marinade 
reserved and used as a sauce 
base with olive relish to serve 
with meat slices. 


Spit-Roasted 


Olive Beef 
Three fourths cup dry red 
wine or wine vinegar 
T w o t h i r d s cup sliced 
pimiento-stuffed olives 
Four pounds beef (round) 
r o a s t , 
boned 
and 
tied 
Two tablespoons butter or 
margarine 
One half cup chopped onion 
One half cup boilding water 
Two beef bouillon cubes 
One cup cold water 


Four teaspoons cornstarch 
O n e 
teaspoon 
bottled 
browning sauce 
One cup sliced celery 
W h o l e 
pimiento stuffed 
olives 
Parsley sprigs 
Place wine and sliced olives 
in shallow dish. Add beef and 
t u r n 
until 
coated 
with 
marinade 
Chill 
overnight, 
turning occasionally. Reserve 
marinade. Balance meat on 
rôtisserie spit. Piact abou* 10 
inches from source of heat. 
Grill or broil one and one- 
fourth 
to

fourths hours depending on 
desired degree of doneness. 
(Without

or 
smoker cooker, wrap beef in 
foil and cook as roast over 
charcoal.) 
About

minutes 
before 
serving time, prepare olive 
sauce for beef. Heat butter 
in skillet: add onion and saute 
until 
golden. 
Add 
boiling 
water to bouillon cubes in 
small 
bowl 
and 
stir 
until 
cubes are dissolved. Stir cold 
water and cornstarch together 
in small bowl until blended. 


Add bouillon mixture, corn 
starch 
mixture, 
browning 
sauce and reserve marinade 
to 
skillet. 
Bring

boil, 
stirring constantly. Add celery 
and 
simmer 
about 
three 
minutes more or until celery 
is crisp tender. Pour mixture

Budget Meat Items ‘Limited’ 


Charcoal Briquet 
Fire 
Different brands of charcoal 
give off varying degrees of 
heat. To test the temperature 
of a charcoal briquet fire, 
cautiously 
hold 
your hand, 
palm side down, just above 
the grill. Judge temperature 
by number of seconds hand 
can be kept in position. For 
these recipes a medium hot 
temperature is desired. Your 
hand 
should 
be 
kept 
in 
postiiton for 3 seconds 
To 
lower temperature 
of 
charcoal fire, raise grill or 
separate 
coals. 
To 
raise 
temperature, 
tap the outer 
gray layer from coals and 
push coals closer together. If 
more coals are needed, add 
them to outer edge of coals. 


SUGAR SUBSTITUTES 
IN JELLIES 
If you've been looking for 
an inexpensive substitute for 
sugar in jam and jelly making 
— forget it! There's no such 
t h i n g , 
says 
Louise 
K. 
Breitung. 
Extension 
Home 
Economist. According to the 
USDA bulletin. “ How to Make 
Jam s. Jellies and Preserves 
at Home.” either corn syrup 
or honey can be used in place 
of part, but not all. of the 
sugar in the recipes for jellied 
f r u i t 
products 
in 
that 
publication. 
However. 
in 
comparing the price of sugar, 
corn syrup and honey, you 
will find that one cup of sugar 
costs about 12 cents, one cup 
of corn syrup costs about 22 
cents and one cup of honey 
is about 42 cents. 
In 
recipes without 
added 
pectin, light corn syrup can 
replace up to one fourth of the 
sugar in jellies and up to one 
half of the sugar in any of 
the 
products. 
With 
liquid 


pectin, com syrup can replace 
up to 2 cups of the sugar. 
Products made with honey 
will have a darker color than 
those made with sugar as the 
sugar is the only sweetening, 
and 
the 
flavor 
will 
be 
somewhat 
different. 
Light, 
mild flavored honey generally 
is the best kind to use. Honey 
can replace up to one-half of 
the 
sugar 
in 
any 
of 
the 
recipes where no pectin 
is 
added. In products made with 
added pectin. 2 cups of honey 
can replace two cups of sugar 
in most recipes. Only three- 
fourths to 
1 cup of sugar 
should be replaced by honey 
in the small recipes yielding 
5 to 6 glasses. 
If you want to use these 
in place of sugar for some 
differences 
in 
flavor 
and 
color, that’s another matter. 
But. as you can see. you won't 
save any money.
